Shea received the sacrament, shook hands 
with Father Swift and said: "I am inno- 
cent, father, innocent." Then as the last 
rites of anointing were performed a tear 


j started down his cheek and as Father 


j Swift held his head in his hands and 


blessed him he gave a convulsive sob of 
anguish and repeated his assertion of in- 
nocence. 


When the priests had finished he 


quickly recovered himself and when the 
breakfast was brought he ate heartily,and 
seemed to relish his last meal as much as 
any laboring man could enjoy his hard 
earned food. 


Getting Kendy for Hie Execution. 
The prison gates were closed to all 


comers, and in the village hotel, just out- 
side the prison 
wall, were 
gathered

the warden to witness the execution. 
These witnesses were made up almost 
exclusively of physicians and newspaper 
men all present in official capacities. 
At 


9.30 o'clock the warden's private secretary 
assembled the witnesses in the hotel of- 
fice and announced that all was in readi- 
ness for their presence in the death cham- 
ber. Escorted by guards the witnesses 
wound their way outside the prison walls 
to the west side of the prison where, in 
the basement, is located the death-deal- 
ing apparatus.

At just 9.50 o'clock the warden gave the 


siffiml for the current. 
A rattle of tho 


electric lever, the straps about Shea's 
head and legs tightened and creaked, the 
muscles of the doomed man started and 
writhed, the body seemed to stretch and 
contract as the current passed through it. 
For just one minute and t\venty-one sec- 
onds the current was kept up at different 
strength when it was shut off, and Shea 
was pronounced dead. The highest volt- 
age was 1SCO. This however was contin- 
ued only eleven seconds when it was 
reduced to 1500 volts and continued at that 
voltage until the end. No second current 
was needed, and in less than three nun 
utes after being in the chair Shea was 
dead. 


Shcn'v Statement—Neither Confesses 


nor Ileitlc* whether lie Shot Itox*. 


The following statement from Shea was 


opened after the execution: 


"On the verge of death I desire to say 


that I do not think I bad a fair trial. Ex- 
traordinary means were taken to convict 
me and testimony given by Mr. Lansing 
was absolutely untrue. I am sorry for 
Ross' family and for the gloom it has oast 
over them, but I did not go to the polls on 
election day to shoot Robert Ross and had 
no intention of injurying him. I die for 
the crime I did not commit. 
I am an in- 


nocent man. 
I bid you all farewell. 


(Signed,) Bartholomew Shea. 


Thus, not denying anything but his in- 


tention of shooting Ross, Bartholomew 
Shea has gone out of the world, paying 
the penalty of killing Robert Ross.

LONDON, Fo'i. 11.—The regular session 


of Parliament opened today. Speaker lit. 
Hon. William Court Gully, presided over 
the House of Commons. At 2 o'clock the 
royal commission entered the House of 
Lords and at that hour tho House Com- 
mons was summoned. 


Members of House of Commons, headed 


by the speaker, at once proceeded to the 
House of Lords and after they had assem- 
bled at the bar of the house the speech 
from the throne was read by Lord High 
Chancellor, Lord Halsbury, after which 
members of the House of Commons re- 
turned to their chamber. 


The speech was just about what was 


expected and foretold in dispatches yes- 
terday. The speech makes no reference 
whatever to the subject of arbitration of 
the Venezuelan dispute. The speech sets 
forth that the relations of Great Britain 
with foreign powers are satisfactory; re- 
capitulates the known facts of the Trans- 
vaal troubles; alludes to the necessity for 
an increase of the naval strength of Eng- 
and, and refers to the dispute between 
Qreat Britain and Venezuela and the ne- 
gotiations with the United States In re- 
gard thereto as pending. 


The house of commons after listenining 


to the queen's speech in the house of 
lords resumed its sitting at 4 o'clock. 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of 
state for the colonies entered the house 
shortly after it had been called to order, 
and was vociferously cheered. 


Hon. George J. Gosohen, first lord of 


admiralty announced that on Feb. 13, the 
government would introduce a bill pro- 
viding for construction of works for naval 
purposes. 
The announcement was re- 


ceived with cheers from all sections of 
the house. This means England's first 
measure is a strengthening of her military 
power, "What does it mean?" is asked. 


Sir William Harcourt, chancellor of 


the exchecquer in the late ministry and 
leader of the opposition in the house, 
said he had never in all his experience 
met such critical circumstances as those 
with which they were now confronted. 


It was in the highest degree desirable, 


he said, that the misunderstanding be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States 
over the Monroe doctrine should be re- 
moved in both countries at the earliest 
possible moment. 


The opposition blamed Salisbury for not 


meeting the United States half way in 
the settlement of the Venezuelan matter.

Adams Society's Trouble, 


The regular convention of the county 


union of Father Mathew societies will be 
bald tomorrow evening in the F.M.T.A. 
building at Blackinton. 
Matters of im- 


portance are to come before the meeting! 
but the business which will be undoubt- 
edly of the greatest interest will be the 
question of adopting a new constitution 
for the county union. 
The question has 


been raised on account of the trouble 
which occurred in the Adams society over 
a year ago. The cause was Father Moran's 
refusal to give up a society flag he had in 
his possession, to be used in the decora- 
tions of a hall in which the society was to 
hold a bazaar. The society felt injured 
by his refusal to grant its 
request 


and sent a committee to Father Moran 
and demanded the flag. The unpleasant 
affair terminated in Father Moran, who 
was the spiritual director of the society, 
retiring the society from the diocesan 
union. The Adams society members con- 
tinued to hold together and now hope to 
have the proposed constitution adopted 
at the convention tomorrow evening, 
which constitution would admit them to 
membership in the county union. 


The conatltuti on of the diocesan union 


obliges all societies to have a spiritual di- 
rector, and it is thought by many that the 
proposed constitution would not be legal, 
and that consequently it will not be 
adopted. The societies in this county 
«re,North Adams,Adams,Pittsdeld, Black- 
inton, Dalton, Lee and Hinsdale, and

ferred to, Euater lias fallen on March S3 
and on every duto between that and April 
35, but it is only lifter long intervals of 
time that it occurs ou its extreme dates 
In 1S80 r.aster fell on April S j, its latest 
pos&ibio date, an event which had not bo- 
foro occurred during the present contury, 
arid which, will not again ocour until tho 
spring of 1'iiU. Tho lust time Easter fell 
ou its earliest date was in 1818. This will 
not liiippeu ayah] during this century or 
tho next.—St. Louis Hopublic.

Ocullats Protest Against the CM of Elec- 


tricity With Plain Globes. 


An English paper states that London 


oculists uro up in arms against the very 
serious danger to the community caused 
by tho electric light. Several eminent oyu 
doctors aro agreed on the point that unless 
a stop is put to tho exposure of uncovered 
electric lights in the streets, and in shop* 
and offices, nearly all the population will 
become blind. Experts aro so greatly ex- 
ercised in the matter that they even sug- 
gest that parliament should take it up and 
prohibit the use of plain glass globes for 
electric light unless they are properly 
shaded. 


Commenting on this, a London elec- 


trical journal says: ''It is not customary 
to look at the sun, and not even the most 
enthusiastic electrician would suggest that 
naked arcs and incandescent filaments 
were objects to be gazed at without limit. 
But naked arc lights are not usually placed 
so as to come within the line of sight, and 
when they da so accidentally, whatever 
may result, tho injury to the eye is quite" 
perceptible. The filament of a glow lamp, 
on the other hand, is more likely to moos i 
tho eye, but a frosted bulb is an extremely 
simple and common way of entirely get- 
ting over that difficulty. The whole trou- 
ble can easily bo remedied by tho use ol 
properly frosted or colored glass globes. In 
any cose, however, tho actual permanent 
injury to tho eye by the glowing fllamenj 
is DO greater thau due to an ordinary gas 
flame."

for ii was bard to net the delegates from 
the Hotel Konncrr, where. It-asuo politics 
\vere bulling li<ir, to the Y. M. C. A. hall, 
where the convention was hi Id. 


At tho headquarters tho managers of 


tho various companies vcro running 
around buttonholing this or that lu'legate 
and oxaetinir '>led;,'es from everybody. 


Pi-CiiU'.cnt Willisun, in e.illciijj tho meet- 


ing to order, said: '"[hi-, is t!io first 
V°O>1 roads* day ever jriveu by tho league, 
and it will not IK: the la:t. It is but, nu 
acorn whieh we arc planting, and from ir, 
will spring a noblo oak tl.nt will over- 
shadow the other trees in our already 
Inrpo collection." 


Chairman Isaac 13. Potter of New York 


rent addressed tho meutiii't brieUv, say- 
inn: "Xevv York has ^'7 vote* and immer- 
ous proxies, nnd wo intend to cast, them 
for tho city which make-, the best showing 
at these sessions, lioth Louisville and 
Toledo are evenly represented here, and 
our vote, of course, is still in abeyance. 
The attendance is not, as great as it should 
be, but it is twice us great as was the at- 
tendance at tho 'good roads' congress 
called by the United States government, 
nnd which was more widely advertised 
than was this convention. Tho delegates 
here, however, represent 40,iiOO wheelmen, 
and what transpires here will bo more 
fur-reaching In its effects than was tho 
action of the 'food roads' congress re- 
ferred to." 


Mr. Potter then introduced Mayor Ken- 


nedy of Allegheny City. Pa., one of the 
most prominent advocates of good roads 
in tho country, and during whose admin- 
istration Allegheny City has changed 
from an ill-paved, ill-kept city to one of the 
finest in tho country. 
Mayor Kennedy 


spoke of what had been done in the way 
of improved streets and roads in and 
around Allegheny City, nnd of the many 
direct and indirect benefits. 


Following Mayor Kennedy, Henry W. 


\Villiniii4, chairman of the legislative 
coimnitleo of the Maryland Good Roads 
league, was introduced. Ha said: "If I 
told yon of the work wo bad done, it 
would take but a short time; but If I tell 
you of what wa have to do, I am afraid I 
•would never get through." Mr. Williams 
pave a history of the birth of tho Good 
Konds league of Maryland and the ap- 
pointment of a legislative committee, of 
which he was mide chairman. 


Work Good and Bad. 


"We did considerable work," he said, 


"throughout the state, and the result I 
consider both good and bad. Through our 
work we roused up the opposition of politi- 
cians, aud they have been against us wher- 
ever possible, but the agitation has at 
length compelled these same politicians 
and county commissioners to make some 
slight concessions to public opinion, and 
we have the pleasure of seeing a slight 
improvement in the general rond system 
of tho state. Wo have now prepared a 
bill which we expect to get before tho leg- 
islature for tho appointment ot a perma- 
nent road commission to oversee in gen- 
eral the road improvements throughou' 
the state. An expert engineer is to be a 
member of this commission, and his 
knowledge is to bo put at the disposal of 
tlie local county road commissioners. We 
predict H bright future for the good roods 
movement in Maryland." 


D. P. Miller, chairman of the board of 


commissioners of Allegheny county, de- 
livered a short address telling of the work 
accomplished by his confreres and himself 
in western Maryland. He approves of 
good roads, and said that if tho farmers 
were enlightened as to the benefits to In1 
derived from improved highways, all op- 
position that now exists would bo wiped 
awny. 


lioth President Willison and Sterling 


Elliott delivered brief addresses and put 
themselves flr.nly ou tha good 
roads 


plank. 


The principal speaker at, the afternoon 


session was General ISt.one o; the United 
Stales bureau of road inquiry, who said 
in part: "The wheelmen should help to 
encourage the farmers wtio aro in hard 
luck by joining them in securing: good 
roads. Make the farmers see that good 
rond-i will make the city people want to 
live m the country and will make them 
live their. 


"The government can nn'l will domnch," 


said lie, ''when we have a national govern- 
ment, hijrhway commission. That corn- 
inir-sioii can. hy visits to d ITerent parts of 
states, sain ngu'iit influence m tho road 
building line. 


"State aid to local efforts is doing good 


work. No state is too poor to help locali- 
ties that will show an effort to help them- 
selves. The wheelmen can co-operate with 
the government, bv haviuu convicts work 
in quarries to cni^li the stone.'*

, Feb. 11.—Tho Spanish cruiser 


Alfonso XIII, with General Weyler, tho 
newly appointed captaiu general and oom- 
mander-in-chief of tlie Spanish forces iu 
Cuba, on board, arrivod off Morro Castlo 
yesterday morning, and. at 10 o'clock en- 
tered the harbor and steamed up to the 
city. 


As the warship passed Morro Castlo Bho 


\vas saluted by tho guns of that fortress, 
and as she proceeded was welcomed by 
thunders of artillery from tho Cubanca 
fortress, nnd the dippings of flags and 
other greetings from tlio ships in tho har- 
bor. 


General Weyler, who was accompanied 


by six generals, besides the Marquis do 
Aliutnacia, the lattor having been desig- 
nated by the queen regent to bo second to 
General Weyler in command, 
disem- 


barked shortly before noon, and wa* mef 
by the civil and military officials, who eg 
Dotted biiu to the palace. 


OEXERAL TVEYLER. 


The entire city was brilliantly decorated 


In honor of the occasion, and in the bay 
all tlie warships and merchant craft were 
decorated with bunting. The troops and 
volunteers were turned ont to a man. to- 
gether with tho fire department and po- 
lice, and fora long time past no such bril- 
liant display has been witnessed In Ha- 
bana. 


General Weyler was welcomed by the 


city council on board the Alfonso XIII. 
He was presented with an address of wel- 
come and assurances of loyalty. Weyler 
came ashore and was received by General 
MuHu and staff. He seemed to be much 
pleased witli Ills reception, and upon ar- 
riving at the palace formally took over 
the duties of tho captain generalship, 
tu'dng the oath of fealty over a cruclOx 
and upon a Bible. 


After the reception of the local military 


and civil authorities, corporations and 
clergy was completed, General Weyler ap- 
peared upon tho balcony of the palace and 
reviewed the troops. His appearance be- 
fore the public was the signal for a long 
outburst of the most enthusiastic cheer- 
ing, the firing of cannon and the sound of 
martial music, all the bands in the city 
being stationed at different points. 


In addition to the inhabitants of the 


city proper, thousands of peoplo dressed in 
their best nocked into the city from all di- 
rections. The march past of the troops 
was probably the finest sight of all. With 
the exception ot the men actually on duty 
In the forts and at the different outposts, 
all tho infantry, cavalry, artillery engi- 
neers, marine battalions and sailors form- 
ing the garrison of Habana turned out in 
the neatest possible manner. 


Pathway Strewn With Flowers. 


Flowers were thrown upon the soldiers 


from all sides and floral wreaths found 
tbeir way upon many a bayonet, as tho 
troops passed through the streets, occom- 
panied by loud_chcers for Spain. Every- 
body seemed to catch the enthusiasm of 
the day, mid ih« new captain general may 
be said to have received one long, uninter- 
rupted ami most enthusiastic ovation. 


Accompanying: GSfr'ml 
Weyler were

most likely have charge of the press cen- 
sorship heiv, and it is already rumored 
tuut then1 ..ill bo considerably more diffi- 
culty experienced in this connection by 
the correspondents in the future. Be- 
csntly tlm pre-ss regulations have been 
considerably relaxed, and not much diffi- 
culty has been experienced iu getting 
average matter upon the cable. 


Hut, if reports are correct, the new sap- 


tain general will bo very severe with cor- 
respondents who scud false accounts of 
Cuban successes or who in any way bring 
about tile publication of false news. 


So far as tlie general situation is con- 


cerned, there is not much shansjc. ludecil, 
no change of importance is expected for 
several days. General Weyler will ilrst 
devote himself to a complete review of 
the operations already undertaken, and ho 
will tlicTi ligure out the siuiatiou as it 
flelnaUy exists. 


Kor t.liis purpose, almost immediately 


after taking tlie oath of fealty, ho caused 
orders to bo sent to all the commanders in 
the field to draw up promptly and forward 
to headquarters hero complete returns of 
tho number of men under their command 
available for active service, the amount of 
ammunition they have in their possession, 
tiic nature of and quantity of supplies at 
their disposal, the number of horses capa- 
ble of mounting troops, tho state of tho 
raili'oiuis, Ujlegrnph and public thorough- 
farrs in the vicinity of their commands 
and the probable location and st.rellglh of 
the enemy in their neighborhoods. 


Some of thi',<.e repons. those from the- 


forts around llabami, will oonto in at 
once; hue others,, from tlio outlying dis- 
tricts, will take some time to roach here. 
General Weyler has already detailed a 
siall of young officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers who will act aa headquar- 
ters' clerks for the time being and assist 
in compiling the returns. 


This notion upon 1hi> pnrt ot Gonernl 


Woyler is supplementary to the regular 
report and returns which wcro handed 
over to him by General Marin after tl,e 
new captain general had Ixsen sworn in. 
Weyler look this step in order to thor- 
oughly go over the ground himself, and pos- 
sibly in view of the sensational reports that 
large quantities of stores, arms and am- 
munition are missing from the different 
depots aud have found their way into tho 
hands of the insurgents. 


General Marin. who has been appointed 


captain general of Porto Rico, is expected 
to leave for his new post today. He has 
not done much since he assumed c«u- 
rnanu here after the recall of De Campos; 
but he has certainly displayed activity 
nnd has been on the move almost contiuu- 
ally. 


The exact plan of campaign of General 


Weyler, naturally, is not known; but it la 
believed that it, will be a very different one 
from that of Campos. He is likely-to call 
iu all the small detachments of troops 
•which have from the- first had such a 
weakening effect upon tlie Spanish opera- 
tions, and he will try to drive the insur- 
gents into a position from which they 
cannot escape without a pitched battle. 


General Weyler will also do everything 


possible to muster as strong a force of 
cavalry as he can. Considerable re-en- 
furceuwnts of this branch of tho service 


have already arrived here, and more are 
expected daring the week. 


Regarding his political standing, Gen- 


eral Weyler, it is said, will bo entirely 
non-partisan, -while willing to listen to 
suggestions and advice from all parties. 
His first efforts will be directed to concen- 
trating his fdrces and' restoring public 
confidence. Later ho will try to engage 
the insurgents who are understood to be 
concentrating their forces in anticipation 
of having a much mare difficult task bo- 
fore them tbuu they have had up to tho 
present. 


In fact, some reports credit the insur- 


gents with desiring to concentrate all 
their scattered detachments and columns 
into one body and so bring the insurrec- 
tion to a direct issue. If so, there seems 
to be uo doubt that the Spanish generals 
will not pu{ any obstacle in tho way of the 
insurgent commanders. 
But Spaniards 


hero who are well posted on tho situation 
say that there is no truth in tho report 
that tho insurgents will make any effort 
to risk a pitched battle. 


General Weyler is tho subject of inter- 


ested speculation and study on all skies 110 
to his character aud as to his plans in his 
now office of captain general. Ho depre- 
cates the Idea that he lias any intention of 
putting into force cruel practices, such a 
course being entirely against his senti- 
ments; but ho asserts very explicitly that 
tie will be as hard and severe with tlin 
enemies of Spanish sovereignty as circum- 
stances requires, not only with those with 
arms in their hands in the field, but with 
those in the city working harm among tho 
friends of Spain. 


It is obvious that General Weyler's 


presence 1ms produced a magnillcent 
effect, duo not only to his presence, but 
to his talks and promises, and it is tha gen- 
eral opinion that the spirits of the Spanish 
sympathizers have greatly raised. 


Weyler to the People. 


The following laths proclamation issued 


by Captain General Weyler upon assum- 
ing his post: 


TO THE PEOPLE OF CUBA. 


Honored by her majesty the queen and her 


government with the command of this island 
under the difficult clrcumHtances now prevail' 
ing, I take charge of it with the determina- 
tion that it shall never be given up by me, and 
that I shall keep it in the possession of Spain, 
willing as she is t,o carry out whatever sacri- 
fice shall be required to succeed, as she has 
been in the pa^t. 


1 rely upon the gallantry and discipline of tho 


army and navy, upon the patriotism, never to 
be subdued, of tho volunteer oorps, aud moro 
especially upon the support that 1 should bo 
given by the loyal inhabitants, born hero or iu 
Spain. 
It is not neoossary to say that 1 shall be gen- 


erous with the subdued and to ali of thosu doing 
any service to tho Spanish, causa. But I will 
not lack in the decision and energy of my 
character to punish, with all rigor thnt the 
law enacts, those who in any way shall help 
the enemy orcaluminnle the prestige of our 
name. 
Putting aside at present any Idea of politics, 


my mission is the honorable one of finishing 
the war, and 1 only see in you the loyal Span- 
iards who are to assist me to defeat the insur- 
gents. But her majestv'a government is aware 
of what you are and of what you are worthy 
and the statutes of peace that these provinces 
may obtain. It will grati.t y ou, when it is deemed 
suitable to do so. the reforms that the ^avorn- 
ment may think most proper, -with the love of 
a mother to her children. 


Inhabitants of Cuba, lend mo your co-opera- 


tion, and in that way you will defend your in- 
terests, whioh are those of the country. 


Long live Spanish Cuba t

May Result Prom Joseph Prescott's 


Assault With a Hatchet. 


Struck His Wife and 


Sewing Maid. 


Her 


Had Been Drinking and Quarreled Over Finan- 


cial Matters. 


BOSTON, Feb. 11.—Mrs. Joseph Prescott 


and Bridget Cullcn, her 18-year-old ecw- 
iug raaid, the victims of a murderous as- 
sault, lies at tlio point of death in the 
Massachusetts general hospital. 


Their self-confessed assailant, Joseph 


Prsscott, is locked up in pollen station 15, 
Chn.rlcstown. 


The as-sault was commute! nt CO Chel- 


sea street, Chnrlestovrn, shortly before 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, but is wus 
not until some time later that the police 
Were notified. 


Upoon receiving word, officers were sent 


to tho scene in the patrol .wagon. When 
they entered thu room* occupied by tho 
Prcscotts they found Joseph Prescott rag- 
ing about, giving utterance to tho wildest 
curses aud most disgusting language- He 
was seized and quieted, but be made no 
attempt to escape. 


In the kitchen his wife and Bridget 


Cullcu were found lying on the floar, uu- 
conseious, while blood was freely flowing 
from many wounds about their heads. 


Mrs. Presoott sustained a compound 


fracture of the skull, a piecs of broken 
bone being removed from the wound. 
Her chances o! recovery arc said to lie very 
Slight, while those of the CuUen girl aro 
considered somewhat more hopeful, but 
•till very critical. 


After tho removal of the women, Pres- 


cott was taken to the station, where liu 
was examined by Captain White, 
to 


whom ho confessed that ho had assaulted 
his wife and their servant with a hatchet. 


According to the statement, he was ar- 


rested Sunday afternoon on » warrant 
charging him with disturbing the peace 
at ills hom» last Friday. 
Yesterday 


morning he was taken into court, lined $5 
and released. After leaving the court 
room he took two drinks of whisky, and 
went home to dinner about noon. 


During tho meal he had some words 


with his wife, who spoke of him aa being 
•hiftless, and 


Upbraided Him About Money Matters. 


H« rapidly grew angry, and when she ac- 
cused him'of taking $25 from a pocket of 
her dress he lost his temper completely, 
and sqizing the hatchet which lay near at 
hand, viciously attacked her. Bridget 
came to her assistance, and ho struck both 
women twice. 


Mrs. Prescott fell to the floor after tho 


first two blows had been struck. Bridget 
tottered, but managed to support herself 
until she reached a chair, and then she 
sank, uneonseious, behind tho stove. 


It is stated that Prescott was married 


about seven years ago. 
During several 


years they have been living at 60 Chelsea 
street. He is a 'longshoreman by trade, 
but has not been working, it is stated by 
the police, during the last six or seven 
months. 


It is alleged that he has been drinking 


quite freely lately, and has been in a quar- 
relsome mood on many occasions. 


Sirs. Prescott has conducted a lodging 


and boarding hours during the past three 
years.
